WAsiilNOToJi, March ii‘2. — The pro* 
ceedure in connection with the sub* 
mission of the report of the Maine 
court of inquiry b.y the president to 
congress is now clearly outlined, and a 
cabinet ofllcer explained the general 
line of action at present intended to 
be pursued up«m receipt of tire report, 
which is expected to reach Washington 
next Thur.sday.

To He Transferred to the United States 

Goveriiiiirnt— She Will Join the North 

Anirrlcnn Squadron. 

London, March 18. — The warship 
Amazonas, built for Brazil but pur- 
chased by the United Mates, will be 
formally transferred to tho United 
Ntates government Friday at Urave- 
Bcnd. Lieutenant Commander Colwell, 
the United States naval attache here, 
will receive the sliipfrom her Brazilian 
commander. A crew from the San 
Francisco will then bo marched on 
lioard, the Brazilian flag will be hauled 
down, and tlie Brazilian sailors will be 
landed. 

Tile executive oflieer of the Nan 
Fraiiciseo will probaiily take com- 
mand of the Amuzona.s and she will 
sail for tlio United States as speedily 
as possible, under sealed orders. It is 
supposed she is going to the North 
American station, where her crew can 
be reinforced. 

Tile Aiiiazoiias hail just been pro- 
visoned und eouled for her trip to Bra- 
zil. Tlie United States government 
purclia-sed nil these supplies.

Uovernmeiit* Will lleitr the Nanie of New 

Or.eniift. 

Wasiiinuton, March TJ.— Secretary 
Long Issued an order Monday that 
tho Amazonas, the cruiser recently 
purelm.sed at Neweastle-on-Tyno from 
the Brazilian govoriiinent, sliall bear 
the name_of New Orleans in lionor of 
the principal elt.y of I.k)uisiana. Tel- 
egraphic instructions were sent to 
tlie naval ofllcer in command of 
the vessel, who will tuku iminedtato 
•tops to carry thorn into elTect. Now 
Orleans was chosen as tho name of the 
warship acquired from the sister rc- 
publie of Soutli America for the rea- 
son that lioulaiana is one of tho very 
few states of the union not repre- 
sented in tlie navy at this time. There 
was quite a contest among several 
other cities to have the new warship 
named in their honor. Albany, N. Y., 
Providence, R. 1., and Buffalo, N. Y., 
advancing tlieir claims quite strenu- 
ously.

Wasiiinoton, Marrh 18. — Tlio' first 
disbursement under the recent act of 
congress apprupriutiiig 550.000,000 for 
the national defense has been. made by 
the treasury department on an execu- 
tive order for 80,000 pounds sterling, 
or '5145,005 to be, cabled to London 
to tlio credit of Sir William Arm- 
strong in part payment for I'l rapid 
fire |,nns, including mounts and am- 
inuntion.

BROWN^RISMAfic POWDER. 

I-'.rgest Hliiglo Ordsr Ever Given by the 
Guveriiiurnt on the I'uelllo Coast. 
Santa Cruz, Cal., March 10.— Tho 
California powder works received or- 
ders from the navy department on 
Wednesday, for 8,005,003 pounds of 
brown prismatic powder. Thursday 
the same concern received an order for 
200.000 pounds of tiro same kind of 
powder for immediate delivery. Tliese, 
together, mako tlie largest single order 
for powder ever given by tlio United 
States government on this coast 
About aix mouths will be required to 
fill these orders, even witli the addi- 
tional machinery now in course of con- 
slr.uetiuu. Previous orders fur smoke- 
less powder will keep the works run- 
ulng'at their full capacity for a year.

to the findings of the court of inquiry 
they found themselves sharing in the 
apparently intangible conviction that 
the cause of the explosion was not ac- 
cidental. Opinions expressed by the 
Muinc survivors who reached here 
last Saturday doubtless lias con- 
tributed largely to this view in of- 
ficial circles. In this connection it 
is understood that one of the ofil- 
cers who arrived on Saturday stated, 
not as opinion, but as his personal ob- 
servation on the night of the disaster, 
that there were two distinct explosions. 
The tendency of this is to support the 
theory of external cause, as this is 
based on tho idea that the first exter- 
ns.l explosion was followed by a second 
internal explosion. 

Washington,, March 22.— It can be 
stated positively and authoritatively 
that the report of tho court of in- 
quiry on tho Maine disaster had 
not been received up to noon Monday, 
h rom tile same authoritative source 
it can be stated that the present of- 
ficial information is that the report is 
not likely to be here *K-fore next Thurs- 
day or Friday. It is a material change 
from the expectation prior to this 
time. The cause of the delay is not 
known, but it is assumed that tho con- 
clusions of the court are not yet in 
such exact form as to warrant tlieir 
earlier presentation here. 

Tho government has made no further 
purchases of warships, but its negotia- 
tions in that Hue have been proiiuctive 
of at least one important result, name- 
ly, in establishing that unless tho bat- 
tleship Gen. O’lliggins becomes the 
property of the United States it will 
not be sold at ail. Spain, it is con-

II* Wats the Moat Prroclniia of All the 

I Fnmoun IlnrriiiiprrB. 

Among the buccaneer lentlera who 
diatinguiaheti theniaelvea ns laud pf. 
rates was Francis L’OlnunoU, a Freiich- 
nian. In tlioae days it was tlio cuatum 
to enforce aervltiide upon people who 
are not able to take care of theniaelvea; 
unfortunately debtora and pnupera of 
all claaaes were aold to people who 
had need of their acrvleea. Jloya and 
girls were aold for a term of yeara, 
Bomewhat aa If they had lieen ajipi en- 
tices; and it ao happened that the boy 
L’Olonnols waa aold to a niaater who 
j took him to the Weat Indies. There he 
led the life of a slave until he was of 
I age; and then, being no longer subject 
to ownership, ho became one of tho 
! freest and moat independent persona 
who ever walked this earth. He began 
hia career on the Island of Hiapanloln, 
where he took up the bnainesa of hunt- 
ing and butchering cattle, but he soon 
became a pirate, and enlisted na a com- 
mon sailor on one of their ships. Here 
he gave signs of being so brave and 
unscrupulous that one of the leniling 
pirates OH the iainiid of Tortuga gave 
him a ship and a crew, and set him u;: 
In business. The career of L’OlonnoW 
waa much like that of other buccaneera 
of the day except that he was abom- 
inably cruel to his Spanish prisoners. 

•\ll the barbarities attributed to the 
pirates of the world were united la the 
career of this wretch, who does not 
appear to be so good an example of 
the true pirate ns Hoc, the Hrazlllan. 
He was not ao brave, he was not so 
able, and it would be impoaaible for 
anyone to look upon him ns a hero. 
After having attained in a short time 
the reputation of being the wicketleat 
pirate of his day, L’Ulunnoia was un- 
fort iinatc enough to be wrecked upon 
tile coast near Campeneby.
